HEATER ADVISES DIXON

This is the season 
of 
the year 


vhen many people instead of btart- 
ng their furnaces use gas stoves to 
ake off the chill. Not infrequently 
hey use rubber pipe connections and 
n the majority of cases the btoves 
are not connected with a flue. Such 
an arrangement is dangeious in the 
extreme. Coal gas or water gas con- 
ains a large percentage 
of carbon 


monoxide and this having little or no 
perceptible odor may be present with- 
out being noticed. There is no warn- 
ing and unless material 
having an 


odor is added to th gas, the victim 
jecomes unconscious and unless aid 
arrives a fatal result is almost cer- 
tain to follow. 


Do not use a gas stove 
without 


flue connections and proper ventila- 
tion. Gas water heaters are often in- 
1 tailed in bath rooms without outside 
connections and then these are made 
use of to heat the room. Such ar-

HEATER ADVISES DIXON

This is the season

vhen many people instead of btart- 
ng their furnaces use gas stoves to 
ake off the chill. Not infrequently 
hey use rubber pipe connections and 
n the majority of cases the btoves 
are not connected with a flue. Such 
an arrangement is dangeious in the 
extreme. Coal gas or water gas con- 
ains a large percentage 
of carbon 


monoxide and this having little or no 
perceptible odor may be present with- 
out being noticed. There is no warn- 
ing and unless material 
having an 


odor is added to th gas, the victim 
jecomes unconscious and unless aid 
arrives a fatal result is almost cer- 
tain to follow. 


Do not use a gas stove 
without 


flue connections and proper ventila- 
tion. Gas water heaters are often in-
